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Voters will make only 
one pick in Tuesday's 
special Senate election 


Just weeks after voters across the country and 
in Clinton County went to the polls to elect several 
federal, state and local representatives, those same 
voters will have the opportunity to once again take 
part in another election next week—this one, how¬ 
ever, being on a much smaller scale and only one 
seat to be filled. 

Eligible voters in Clinton County are reminded 
that next Tuesday, December 18, polls will open at 
6 a.m. local time in six counties in the 16th Senato¬ 
rial District for voters to decide who will represent 
them in the Kentucky State Senate for the next two 
years. 

By executive order, Kentucky Governor Steve 


Beshear set the special election in the senate dis¬ 
trict for the December 18 date, following the ap¬ 
pointment of former Republican Senate President 
David L. Williams to the seat of 40th Judicial Cir¬ 
cuit Judge. 

Williams, of Burkesville, is filling the unex¬ 
pired term of the late Judge Eddie C. Lovelace, 
who passed away in September. Williams officially 
took the judge’s seat on November 2. That circuit 
includes the counties of Clinton, Cumberland and 
Monroe. 

Last month, both Republican and Democrat

She made a brief visit on Monday of this week 
to the Clinton County News office to offer some of 
her background information and her platforms for 
next Tuesday’s election. 

Her campaign also plans on a bus tour stop this 
Saturday, with the Albany visit slated for 11:45 
a.m. 

“I was born and raised in Wayne County and 
I work with Tom Carroll and Lance Turner at 
their law firm,” Gregory said. “I serve in the State 
House right now and I’ve always been interested 
in politics. I grew up and was always involved 
in local Republican party events ... It’s been an 
interest for a long time. When I went to college, 
I majored in political science and spent a session 
working on staff in the legislature in between my 
undergraduate degree and going to law school.

Refinancing of utility bonds results in long-term savings 

City to save nearly $1 million 


Albany City Council got 
somewhat of an early Christmas 
present at its final regular meet¬ 
ing of 2012, held last Tuesday, 
December 4 at city hall with all 
council members present. 

Albany Mayor Nicky Smith, 
in a press release, announced 
that refinancing of the city’s util¬ 
ity bonds, specifically water and 
sewer, could result in a long-term 
savings of nearly $ 1 million dol¬ 
lars. 

The release states, “The City 


of Albany recently refinanced all 
of its outstanding utility (water/ 
sewer) debt reducing the average 
interest rate from 4.60 percent 
to 2.80 percent. The City also 
shortened the term of the financ¬ 
ing by 10 years. The combined 
shorter term and lower interest 
rate worked together to save the 
city over $975,000 during the 
remaining term of the financing. 
Because the savings are spread 
over the term of the financing, 
the city’s utility system (water/ 


sewer) will now be in much bet¬ 
ter shape for future generations. 

The City participated in the 
newly created financing program 
offered by the Kentucky League 
of Cities, the Kentucky Bond 
Corporation, with the assistance 
of Ross Sinclaire and Associates 
acting as financial advisor. The 
financing closed November 28 
and the city began realizing sav¬ 
ings immediately.”

Could we exist without 
Certified Angus Beef? 

Last week while driving through a White Castle restaurant in Lou¬ 
isville I noticed an advertisement for Angus Chili Cheese Fries. I 
had to stop and think for a moment how an Angus steer could pos¬ 
sibly create a melted cheese french fry. I realize Angus cattle are the 
self proclaimed savior to the beef industry, but cheese fries? After 
reading the advertisement a second time, it then became clear that 
the “Angus” was denoting the primary ingredient in the chili that was 
placed on top of the fries. At least it caught my attention, which is 
what advertising is supposed to do I guess. 

Just about every food establishment that serves any form of beef 
product will have the name Angus some place in its description. 
During the last 10-15 years Angus beef has become the standard by 
which all four-legged, bovine creatures are measured. I suppose if 
the Angus breed were to cease to exist all beef products would be 
gone. I wonder, if all of the burgers, steaks, and chili cheese fries 
come from Angus beef, where does the beef from the Hereford, Cha- 
rolais, Gelbvieh, Limousin, and other 278 breeds of cattle go? Does 
anybody eat this beef or are they all ground up for Spam and potted 
meat. 

How does the beef carcass get scored and after the hide is re¬ 
moved how do they know if the breed was Angus, Charolais, or 
something else? 

First of all, the USD A runs a voluntary meat gradient system for 
beef producers. The grades are as follows and in descending order 
of quality and price: Prime, Choice, Select, Standard, Commercial, 
Utility, Cutter, and Canner. 

Meat is graded by the amount of marbling in the beef. Cuts of 
meat with greater fat qualities inside the grain are awarded higher 
gradient scores. The fattiest cuts - USD A Prime, comprise only four 
percent of the beef going to market, and these expensive cuts are 
destined almost exclusively for hotels and restaurants. 

Today, 50 percent of retail meat is of USD A Choice quality, and 
most of the remaining supermarket meat is of Select quality. 

In 1976, the USDA lowered some of its grading standards for 
beef. For the first time, yield grades from 1-5 were established (one 
the leanest and five the fattest) to determine how much red meat is 
available on a carcass. Maturity was eliminated from determining 
of quality grades for all bullock beef and steer, heifer, and cow beef 
in the youngest (A) maturity group. (A maturity group consists of an 
animal 30 months of age or younger.) 

Due to these changes, restaurateurs and diners discovered incon¬ 
sistencies in their beef almost every time they ordered them. The 
more lax requirements allowed some beef that prior to 1976 would 
have graded Select, now was eligible to grade Choice. In addition 
Continental breeds were making a big move in North America as 
producers began shifting away from the smaller type Angus to larger, 
leaner breeds such as Limousin, Charolais, and Simmental. 

In July of 1978 a scathing report of the USDA beef grading sys¬ 
tem was done by the General Accounting Office (GAO) and sent to 
congress. The report was titled: Dept, of Agriculture’s Beef Grading 
- Accuracy and Uniformity Need to be Improved. 

In the report, the GAO found that grading was not always accu¬ 
rate or consistent from one section of the country to another. It fur¬ 
ther recommended that USDA establish a grading accuracy standard. 

In the fall of 1978, a few smart folks at the American Angus As¬ 
sociation (AAA) realized if the USDA graders could not establish a 
grading accuracy standard then they would themselves. The result 
was the AAA set up the “certified Angus Beef’ brand. This brand has 
been officially trademarked by the U.S. patent office. 

Certified Angus Beef (CAB) is a specification-based, branded- 
beef program which was founded by Angus cattle producers in order 
to increase demand for Angus-type cattle. Since 1978 it has without 
question become one of the most successful marketing models in the 
history of business. Without CAB marketing and promotion by the 
American Angus Association few consumers of beef products could 
even come close to naming a breed of cattle. Today Angus is the 
“name” when it comes to beef. The goal of this brand is to promote 
the idea that Angus beef is of higher quality than beef from other 
breeds of cattle. 

However, according to the National Cattleman’s Beef Associa¬ 
tion, only about 8percent of U.S. beef is entitled to the label “Certi¬ 
fied Angus”. Where is the other 92percent of U.S. beef going and 
what kind of beef is it? Is Angus the only breed of beef that com¬ 
poses CAB? And most importantly, could my Angus chili cheese 
fries have really been something else? 

Cattle eligible for certification in Angus influence beef programs 
based on phenotype (appearance) must be predominantly (51 percent) 
solid black. Today there are several breeds of black cattle. Gelbvieh, 
Limousin, Saler, Simmental, Brangus and others just to name a few. 

In addition, CAB must meet all eight of the following criteria to 
be labeled “Certified Angus Beef: by USDA graders: 

1). Modest or higher degree of marbling, 2). Medium or fine mar¬ 
bling texture, 3). “A” maturity, 4). Yield grade 3.9 or leaner, 5). Mod¬ 
erately thick or thicker muscling, 6). No hump on the neck exceeding 
two inches, 7). No evidence of internal hemorrhages, and 8). No dark 
cutting characteristics. 

In essence, a black hided feeder steer (of unknown breed) that is 
slaughtered before 30 months of age that can grade in the upper 1/3 
Choice and be of a yield grade two thru four basically meets the re¬ 
quirements for Certified Angus Beef. This is despite the fact it may 
actually have NO Angus in its make-up. Talk about a superior job 
of marketing.’’Certified Angus Beef’ is hands down the leader. 

Back to my leading question and heading for this article, “Could 
we exist without Certified Angus Beef?” Well despite the fact that 
CAB technically may not have any Angus in it, the Angus name has 
brought so much noteworthy recognition to beef products that with¬ 
out Angus all of the other breeds would struggle to stay afloat. Very 
few people would pull up to the McDonald’s drive-thru and ask for a 
Gelbvieh quarter-pounder or insist at Outback Steakhouse that their 
petite filet be a Brangus or Simmental. Just won’t happen. 

In conclusion, beef producers need to realize we are all in this 
thing together and making the consumer happy should be our ulti¬ 
mate goal. It will always take more than one breed of cattle in Amer¬ 
ica to satisfy the demand for beef. At the same time, American’s can 
be satisfied in knowing only one breed of beef.

vehicle crash occurred in Trigg 
County. The suspected use of al¬ 
cohol was involved and all four 
victims were not wearing seat 
belts. 

One single-fatality crash oc¬ 
curred in each of the following 
counties: Edmonson, Fayette, 
Franklin, Gallatin, Graves, Har¬ 
lan, Jefferson, Jessamine, Ken¬ 
ton, Laurel and Lee. 

The suspected use of alco¬ 
hol was involved in the crash in 
Jessamine County and the vic¬ 
tim was not wearing a seat belt.

Through Dec. 9, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 696 peo¬ 
ple have lost their lives on Ken¬ 


tucky roadways during 2012. 
This is four more than reported 
for this time period in 2011. 

Of the 552 motor vehicle fa¬ 
talities, 304 victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Of the 73 mo¬ 
torcycle fatalities, 38 were not 
wearing a helmet. Eleven of the 
13 ATV fatalities were not wear¬ 
ing a helmet. 

Fifty pedestrians, one scooter/ 
moped rider and seven bicycle 
riders have been killed. A total of 
127 fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol.

222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a de¬ 
scription of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible.

Smith said one of the biggest 
concerns about doing the food 
and toy drive is running short. 

“We always worry about run¬ 
ning out of donations. We could 
always use more donations,” 
Smith said. “ 

The Albany city employees 
are one of the biggest reasons 
so many gifts and food gets de¬ 
livered each year. Smith said 
they enjoy spreading joy to the 
county. 

“They volunteer to help out 


and the employees look forward 
to it,” Smith said. “They enjoy it. 
There is an enjoyment of giving 
I think. They like helping others. 
Nine years is a long time and you 
can’t do it without the citizens 
chipping in. I would like to thank 
everybody who has helped us 
and participated. Pam and all the 
girls do a good job. They sort and 
wrap all the gifts. The kids like 
to unwrap the presents. That’s 
the good thing about living in a 
small county ... I think people are 
more generous with their time 
and care more about others in a 
small town.” 

Volunteers try to get every¬ 
thing wrapped and delivered be¬ 
fore Christmas, but Allred said 
some even give their time on 
Christmas Eve to deliver items 
to families if they couldn’t be 
reached earlier in the week. 


“We try to get everything 
delivered before Christmas, but 
sometimes we get some last min¬ 
ute names and people come in 
and help deliver on Christmas 
Eve,” Allred said. 

Allred said the deadline for 
this year’s program is set for Fri¬ 
day, December 14, in order for 
the volunteers to be able to get 
all the toys wrapped and deliv¬ 
ered by December 21. 

“We would like to have all 
the items delivered by the 21st,” 
Allred said. “All of the city de¬ 
partments, as well as some of 
the county departments help. We 
also have individual citizens who 
volunteer to come in and gift 
wrap the presents.” 

Allred said the city gets the 
names from confidential sources, 
churches, and people in the com¬ 
munity who know where there is 


a need for a program like this. 

“Ed say 90 percent of the 
names we get are from people 
who give us recommendations,” 
Allred said. 

Allred and Smith both agree 
the program has grown every 
year for the past eight years and 
both agree there is a need for this 
program in the county. 

“A lot of the families that we 
take presents too, that’s all they 
get which is very surprising,” 
Allred said. “Some of the people 
have been recently laid off of 
work or have become sick and 
are out of work, and they can’t 
get any federal assistance. Even 
if they are getting food stamps, 
they are not getting any cash. 
Sometimes there will be families 
that we didn’t even know had a 
problem and people call at the 
last minute.”

I’ve been around the legislative 
process and learned a lot about 
it.” 

Gregory said her interest in 
public service brought her back 
to her home town to practice law. 

“Getting involved and trying 
to do something to help the com¬ 
munity and the area is something 
I wanted to do,” Gregory said. 

The 16th Kentucky State Sen¬ 
ate District consists of Clinton, 
Cumberland, Monroe, Wayne, 
McCreary and Whitley counties. 

Gregory said getting out and 
campaigning across the senate 
district has been a challenge in 
such a short amount of time. 

“I’m fortunate, being from 
Wayne County, that I’m kind of 
centrally located, so it’s made it 
a little bit easier for me,” Greg¬ 
ory said. “I’ve made it a point 
to try and spend time in each of 
the counties and talk with com¬ 
munity leaders and government 
leaders in each of the counties. 
I’ve got a very positive response 
throughout the district during the 
past few weeks.” 

On Saturday, December 15, 
Gregory will be traveling with 
Senator Mitch McConnell and 
Agriculture Commissioner Ja¬ 
mie Comer. The campaign bus is 


scheduled to arrive at the Clinton 
County Welcome Center at 11:45 
a.m. 

“We are doing a six county 
bus tour just to try and get enthu¬ 
siasm about the election and to 
let people know about the elec¬ 
tion,” Gregory said. “Hopefully 
it will encourage them to get out 
and vote in this special election 
on Tuesday, December 18.” 

The election is being held to 
fill the unexpired term of long¬ 
time senator Williams, who re¬ 
signed his senate seat after ac¬ 
cepting an appointment from 
Governor Steve Beshear to the 
Circuit Court bench in the 40th 
Judicial District that includes 
Clinton, Cumberland and Mon¬ 
roe Counties. 

With the election coming just 
a week before Christmas, Greg¬ 
ory hopes there will be a large 
turnout on that Tuesday. 

“It’s an important election,” 
Gregory said. “Obviously a lot 
of people are familiar with David 
Williams and his role as Senate 
President. Hopefully that will 
encourage people to get out and 
participate in the electoral pro¬ 
cess on the 18th.” 

One of Gregory’s biggest con¬ 
cerns for our district is job cre¬ 
ation. 

“The level of unemployment 
that we have is obviously a ma¬ 
jor issue and what we have to do 
at the state level as policy makers 
is try to make policies that will 


make Kentucky more competi¬ 
tive with our surrounding states,” 
Gregory said. “Everyone in this 
district lives on the Tennessee 
border and so we constantly see 
first hand the comparison with 
Tennessee.” 

The majority of the problem, 
according to Gregory, is a lot of 
people move to Tennessee for 
work or the advantageous tax 
structure. 

“That’s something we have to 
compete with, so as state policy 
makers, one thing we can do is 
look to implement policies that 
will make us more attractive to 
business looking to locate and 
make it easier for our existing 
small business to expand and 
to grow,” Gregory said. “Some¬ 
times we overlook that, but in 
rural Kentucky, we need to fo¬ 
cus on helping the existing busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Another area in which Greg¬ 
ory will explore if elected on 
Tuesday, December 18, is in the 
agriculture area of the state. 

“That’s an area where we 
have a competitive advantage,” 
Gregory said. “Our new Ag 
Commissioner Jamie Comer 
believes very strongly in using 
agriculture as an engine for job 
creation. I look forward to being 
able to work with him to further 
that as well.” 

Other areas of Gregory’s plat¬ 
form include the drug problems 
that are in the area with metham- 
phetamine production and pre¬ 


scription drug abuse. 

“That seems to be the big¬ 
gest things that impact this area,” 
Gregory said. “That is some¬ 
thing, as a state representative, 
I’ve been working to fight and as 
a state senator, I want to continue 
that.” 

Other than drug abuse, jobs 
and unemployment rates, Grego¬ 
ry believes the people in the area 
want someone who will uphold 
traditional Kentucky values. 

“They want someone who 
will fight for coal, who will rep¬ 
resent the pro-life view point, 
who will stand up for second 
amendment rights ... those are all 
conservative values that I believe 
in,” Gregory said. “I’ve been en¬ 
dorsed in this race by Kentucky 
Right to Life and endorsed by the 
NRA. I think my track record in 
the house shows that I believe in 
that and have a proven record on 
those issues.” 

Gregory said people in the 
area are also interested in infra¬ 
structure and roads. 

“If I’m elected I would be a 
member of the Republican ma¬ 
jority, so I would be committed 
to making sure we do continue 
those projects that have been 
started that really do need to be 
finished. This area needs them 
finished for both economic pur¬ 
poses and this part of the state 
deserves better and safer roads 
just like everywhere else,” Greg¬ 
ory said. 


With the start of the program 
eight years ago, Allred said she 
didn’t have any idea there was 
such a need for this kind of help. 

Now, several programs ex¬ 
ist in the county to help those in 
need. Allred said she has even re¬ 
ceived calls from people outside 
the county for assistance because 
surrounding counties don’t have 
a program designed to help less 
fortunate families. 

“We’ve had people from sur¬ 
rounding counties call us and 
want to get something like this 
started,” Allred said. “When we 
first started, people didn’t think 
there would be any need for this 
in a county our size, but now, it 
has grown and now there have 
been families who were on our 



list a few years ago and are now 
back to work and in good shape. 
They have contributed back to 
the program and donated toys. 
They have told us that if it hadn’t 
been for us doing this program, 
their family wouldn’t have re¬ 
ceived anything for Christmas.” 

“It’s real good to see the kids’ 
eyes light up when they unwrap 
their gifts,” Smith said. 

Being a part of a small town 
is something to take pride in and 
looking out for the people in 
the community is what makes a 
small community strong. 

“I like the way everybody 
works together,” Smith said. 
“WANY helps, churches help ... 
it gets the community involved 
and it is a community thing.”

CHRISTMAS TREE PRIZES! 
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A Lexington man died tragi¬ 
cally in a scooter accident that 
occurred in Wayne County on 
Thanksgiving day. 

According to Assistant Coro¬ 
ner Anthony Vaughn, Charles 
Franklin Barber, 51, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Wayne County 
Hospital on Thursday, November 
22. Vaughn said that Barber died 
from head trauma. 

Barber was driving a scooter 
on Crabtree Hollow Road, when 
it hit a tree and went over an em¬ 
bankment, according to Wayne 
County Deputy Danny Guffey. 
The accident occurred at about 
1:53 p.m. 

Barber was visiting family in 
Wayne County on Thanksgiving 
when the tragedy occurred. 

Guffey was assisted at the 
scene by Deputy Brian Wor¬ 
ley, Deputy Cody Neal and the 
Wayne County EMS. 

The Monticello Indepen¬ 
dent School District has been 
designated as a “state assisted” 
district, following a management 
audit of the district which was 


conducted by the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education (KDE) re¬ 
cently. Board members accepted 
this “state assisted” designation 
during a special called meeting 
on Tuesday, November 27. 

The management audit has 
concluded and the findings 
have been compiled into a final 
report. According to the findings 
outlined in that report, there is a 
pattern of a significant lack of ef¬ 
ficiency and effectiveness in the 
governance and administration 
of the school district, primarily in 
the areas of governance, finance 
and personnel, according to a 
letter from Terry Holliday, edu¬ 
cation commissioner, addressed 
to Board Chair Jerry Lair and 
Superintendent Gary Abbott. 

Holliday noted that the dis¬ 
trict leadership is supportive 
of improvement and wants to 
adequately address the concerns 
found in the report, but feels it 
needs some outside help to do so 
effectively. 

As a result, Holliday recom¬ 
mended to the Kentucky Board 
of Education that Monticello 
Independent School District be 
designated as a “state assisted” 
district. 

During the meeting, board 
members were informed that 
they had the right to request a 
public hearing before the KDE 
before a final designation of 


“state assisted” was adopted, and 
that they could waive the right to 
a public hearing. 

The board voted to waive the 
right to a public hearing and ac¬ 
cepted the KDE’s recommenda¬ 
tion to become a “state assisted” 
district. 

A designation of “state as¬ 
sisted” means that KDE will 
help the local district develop 
and implement a plan to correct 
the identified deficiencies. In 
addition, KDE will also monitor 
compliance with the plan. 

Kay Kennedy, a member of 
the KDE management team, 
stated that she wanted the board 
members to understand that they 
were about to undertake a lot of 
hard work. She added that there 
were some serious issues they 
would have to be addressed that 
will cause a lot of change in the 
school district. 

Kennedy then discussed the 
corrective action plan that will 
be implemented, stating that “it 
will be an action plan. There will 
be action taken to get all manage¬ 
ment components in the manage¬ 
ment audit back on track.” 

“The Kentucky Board of Edu¬ 
cation will be with you every step 
of the way,” stated Kennedy. “If 
the plan is not being adequately 
developed or implemented, the 
state education commissioner 
will move forward with the rec¬ 


ommendation to be ‘state man¬ 
aged’ which is completely differ¬ 
ent than being “state assisted.” 

Kennedy informed board 
members that they have a criti¬ 
cal role not only in developing 
and implementing the corrective 
action plan, but to make sure that 
the right people are in place to 
get the Monticello School Dis¬ 
trict moving forward. She noted 
that their critical job at this time 
is to fill the superintendent posi¬ 
tion. 

She also told board members 
it would probably take more 
than one meeting a month for the 
board to take care of the business 
they needed to address. 

She encouraged them to uti¬ 
lize the Kentucky School Board 
Association’s Superintendent 
Search Service as they look for 
a new superintendent. In addi¬ 
tion, Kennedy recommended 
that board members conduct 
in-depth reviews of the financial 
statements. 

Kennedy also encouraged 
board members to take addi¬ 
tional training offered by the 
Kentucky School Board Associa¬ 
tion (KSBA). 

Several faculty and staff mem¬ 
bers were present at the meeting 
and presented their questions and 
concerns to the board members 
and members of the audit team. 

One question presented to 


Kennedy was whether or not 
personnel cuts would be a part 
of the corrective action plan 
for the school district. Kennedy 
responded that there would have 
to be some cuts made to balance 
this year’s budget. She also noted 
that over-staffing is a real con¬ 
cern that the state has with the 
Monticello Independent School 
District. 

Kennedy noted that they 
would be looking into mid-year 
staff reductions, and pointed out 
that this can only occur with clas¬ 
sified staff. She explained that by 
law, certified staff members have 
to be notified of a change in their 
employment in the spring. 

She stated that making reduc¬ 
tions in the staff is something 
they would need to look at in 
order to keep the school district 
afloat, alive and viable. 

Kennedy also noted that there 
is a spending and hiring freeze in 
effect in the school district now, 
and all spending will have to be 
approved by a monitor on site. 

She pointed out that the posi¬ 
tion for an interim chief finance 
officer has been posted on the 
website and that they will be 
looking for a permanent chief 
finance officer for the district as 
well. 

One individual asked a ques¬ 
tion concerning the annual audits 
that have been conducted of the 
school district. The audits have 
been clean audits and reported no 
major problems. Board chairman 
Jerry Lair noted that the audits 
from the past were cleared by 
checks and balances that were in 
place. He stated that the checks 
and balances did nothing to catch 
what was going on with the cur¬ 
rent situation. 

Faculty members highlighted 
some of the positive aspects of 
the school district, including sev¬ 
eral student and graduate success 
stories. 

One teacher referred to the 
current situation at Monticello 
Independent as “a rebuilding 
process” and added, “We are not 
in a hopeless situation.” 

They then asked for advice 
on things the staff at Monticello 
can do to cut back on waste and 
inefficiency. At one point during 
the meeting, Kennedy informed 
those present that she had been to 
school districts before where the 
situation was similar and that at 
Monticello it was dire. She said 
those school districts did turn 
around, but it does take work and 
it is not easy. 



Russell Springs City Attorney 
Matthew DeHart says the city has 
concluded its internal investiga¬ 
tion into alleged improprieties 
conducted by city employees. 

As a result of the investiga¬ 
tion, DeHart says one employee, 
Mark McClure, was reinstated 
to his position as park employee 
with no disciplinary action after 
no finding of wrongdoing. 

Two employees, City Clerk 
Wendy Burton and Safety Direc¬ 
tor Richard Roy were reinstated 
with conditions. 

“They were put back to 
work,” said DeHart. “They have 
received a reduction in duties; 
they’ve lost their supervisory du¬ 
ties and corresponding reduction 
in pay.” 

They’ve also been placed on 
probation, according to DeHart. 

One employee, Deputy City 
Clerk Sharon H. Hill, remains on 
administrative leave. 

DeHart said that a determi¬ 
nation of Hill’s status will be 
resolved within the week. 

He said he has not been able 
to obtain any information re¬ 
garding any investigation being 
conducted by outside agencies 


of the Kentucky State Police and 
Kentucky Department of Correc¬ 
tions. 

The investigations into the 
conduct of the four city employ¬ 
ees were the result of alleged 
wrongdoing involving work-re¬ 
lease inmates from the Russell 
County Detention Center. 

They have been on paid, 
investigative leave since early 
October. 

The allegations resulted in a 
suspension of the prisoner work 
release program for two weeks, 
being reimplemented following 
retraining of supervisory person¬ 
nel authorized to handle the work 
release prisoners. 

Russell County Laker football 
standout Nick Britt was named 
the Kentucky Football Coaches 
Association’s Class 4A Player of 
the Year two weeks ago Friday as 
well as the district player of the 
year in 4A’s 6th district. 

Britt, a senior running back, 
finished the season with 1,915 
rushing yards, 32 rushing touch¬ 
downs, 316 yards receiving and 
one receiving touchdown. He 
averaged nearly 160 yards per 
game this season. 

“I’m tickled to death for the 
young man,” said Laker head 
coach Bill Sharp. 

“He is a kid that worked hard 
the four years he’s been here. 
He is a humble young man who 
played the game the way it was 
supposed to be played. He never 
ran his mouth or any of those 
kinds of things, he just went out 
and played hard.” 

Sharp said he was pleased the 
district and the rest of the state 
acknowledged the type of season 
Britt had on the field and gave 
him the recognition he deserved. 

“He is blessed with some abil¬ 
ity,” Sharp said. 

“The unfortunate thing is 
that I don’t get to coach him any 
more.” 

Britt rushed for 687 yards 
and 11 rushing touchdowns as 
a freshman, 1,309 yards and 
18 rushing touchdowns as a 
sophomore and as a junior set 
the single-season Laker rushing 
record at 1,727 yards and 34 
rushing touchdowns, a number 
which he eclipsed in his senior 
campaign when he finished with 
1,915 rushing yards and 32 rush¬ 
ing touchdowns. 

Britt holds the career rushing 
mark for Laker football with 
5,638 rushing yards and is the 
school’s all-time leader in touch¬ 
downs and scoring, according to 
Sharp. Britt totaled 95 rushing 
touchdowns over his four-year 
Laker football career. 

He also had 1,087 receiving 
yards in his career to go along 
with eight touchdown recep¬ 
tions. 

For his career, Britt also had 
658 kick return yards and three 
touchdowns as well as 145 punt 
return yards. 

Britt played in the 2012 
Best of the Bluegrass All-Star 
Football Game at Louisville St. 
Xavier High School this past 
Sunday afternoon. 

Britt will be on the Kentucky 
All-Star team against a team of 
Louisville high school all-stars. 

The Lakers finished the sea¬ 
son 11-1 after going 10-0 in the 
regular season, the first undefeat¬ 
ed regular season since 1983 and 
the only Laker team ever to win 
11 games in a single season. 

The KFCA also awarded 
Sharp a plaque commemorat¬ 
ing the undefeated 2012 regular 
season. 

This past season Russell 
County captured its first district 
championship since 1993 after 
winning district 6 in class 4A, 
which also includes Knox Cen¬ 
tral, Rockcastle County and Clay 
County. 

Last year’s Class 4A Player 
of the Year was quarterback Pat¬ 
rick Towles of JJighlands, who 
went on to play college football 
this season at the University of 
Kentucky. 
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Easy win is one for the record books

It certainly didn’t take long 
for Clinton County to dispatch 
a weaker and rebuilding Met¬ 
calfe County Hornet team Friday 
night, with the Bulldogs racing 
out to an early lead and using all 
17 players to earn an 89-34 vic¬ 
tory. 

The 16th District win for the 
Bulldogs stretched the record to 
a 3-0 mark in this still young sea¬ 
son as the Bulldogs entered this 
week preparing to face its other 
two 16th District opponents, 
Cumberland County on Tuesday 
night (too late for coverage this 
week), and Russell County this 
Friday night. 

While Friday night’s contest 
was with little true excitement 
for fans, when all was said and 
done, there were a handful of ac¬ 
complishments that put Clinton 
County’s 2012-13 Bulldog squad 
into the Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association (KHSAA) 
record books. 

When compiling the final 
game statistics, it was discovered 
that Clinton County’s perfor¬ 
mance Friday night in the Lindle 
Castle gymnasium, earned the 
team a couple of “Top 10” spots 
in the All-Time KHSAA record 
book for the shooting skills dis¬ 
played on the local hardwood in 
the 16th District match up. 

Clinton County’s first half 
floor shooting saw the Bulldogs 
end the opening two quarters of 
play with a 26 of 31 effort for an 
overall 83.8 percent. 

That ranks as the second high¬ 
est field goal shooting effort ever 
for a single half, according to the 
KHSAA Record Book. 

The single half record is still 
held by Jackson City when the 
Tigers put together a 17 for 17 
half in 1982 while playing Mor¬ 


gan City to compile a 100 per¬ 
cent shooting effort. 

Clinton County’s record book 
effort came on the Bulldogs’ hit¬ 
ting 24 of 26 of their attempts 
from two point range, with an 
added two of five from three 
point range for the 26 of 31 sin¬ 
gle-half tally. 

The Bulldogs will sit just in 
front of the now third place ef¬ 
fort by Marshall in a 2004 game 
against Caldwell that saw the 
Marshalls put together a 76 per¬ 
cent single half shooting effort, 
hitting 25 of 33 attempts. 

For the 32 minute game, Clin¬ 
ton County’s effort Friday night 
had the Bulldogs finishing with 
a 38 of 52 attempt night for 73 
percent, which will throw the ac¬ 
complishment into the sixth best 
performance for a game, accord¬ 
ing to the KHSAA All-Time re¬ 
cords. 

The single-game shooting 
percentage top spot record be¬ 
longs to the Tigers of Jackson 
City in that same contest against 
Marshall back in 1982 when the 
team finished the contest with a 
30 of 35 effort for 85.7 percent. 

As for Friday night’s contest, 
the Hornets of Metcalfe County 
are clearly going through some 
serious rebuilding pains this sea¬ 
son, and Clinton County’s con¬ 
trol of the game came within the 
first few minutes of play. 

Although the Hornets did 
control an early lead at 5-6, Clin¬ 
ton County quickly found their 
rhythm and relentless defensive 
pressure resulted in several first- 
half steals and uncontested lay 
ups. 

The Bulldogs closed out the 
first half of play in control of a 
double-digit lead, 23-13, going 
on to completely dominate both 


ends of the floor in the second 
quarter of action as well, to close 
out the first half in front of the 
Hornets by a 27 point margin, 
55-23. 

As the second half of action 
got underway, Clinton County 
Head Coach Todd Messer, who 
had already used 10 players in 
the opening half, quickly went to 
his bench again, eventually giv¬ 
ing playing time to all 17 players 
wearing the varsity uniform. 

With the Bulldogs continuing 
to build on their first half lead, 
it was on a pair of made free 
throws by Colby Langford with 
6:10 on the third quarter clock 
that pushed Clinton County be¬ 
yond the 35 point margin. 

That feat also brought about 
something that had never before 
been seen, with the first-time im¬ 
plementation of a new rule this 
season that sets the game into a 
“running clock” status for the re¬ 
mainder of the contest. 

Under the new rule, anytime 
a team gains a 35 point advan¬ 
tage during the second half, the 
game clock is then only stopped 
for shooting fouls, injuries or 
charged time-outs. 

By the end of the third quar¬ 
ter, Clinton County had managed 
to spread their advantage to a 49 
point margin with a 74-25 lead, 
eventually picking up the 55 
point win over the Hornets, 89- 
34. 

Clinton County was led in 
scoring by Frank England, who 
finished with 20 points after go¬ 
ing to war in the first half with an 
18 point effort. 

The Bulldogs, putting four 
players in double figure scoring 
category, were also boosted by a 
very unselfish style of play that 
was highlighted with a double¬ 


double accomplishment by Ke- 
ifer Dalton who finished with 16 
points and 14 assists.

Lady Dawgs drop two games in back-to-back nights 


Hitting the hardwood on con¬ 
secutive nights last week proved 
to be a lose-lose for the Lady 
Bulldogs who suffered losses 
on both Friday night at home as 
well as on Saturday night on the 
road. 

Clinton County gave up the 
two losses beginning with a 
41-32 decision that came at the 
hands of 16th District opponent 
Metcalfe County Friday, fol¬ 
lowed by a 60-46 loss on Sat¬ 
urday night that was delivered 
by 4th Region opponent Green¬ 
wood. 

Both contests were disap¬ 
pointing but likely eye-opening 
for the team as in both cases, the 
Lady Dawgs were in contention 
for a possible win as late as in the 
fourth quarter. 

The pair of losses put the 
Lady Dawgs at a 1 -3 mark going 
into this week’s portion of the 
schedule that was to see Clinton 
County taking on its other two 
16th District opponents, hosting 
Cumberland County on Tuesday 
night (too late for coverage this 
week), and traveling to Russell 
County on Friday night to take 
on the Lady Lakers. 

The week will be capped off 
for Clinton County when they 
play the third game in a five-day 
span, hosting the Lady Falcons 
of Monroe County this Saturday 
in a make-up contest from an 
earlier postponement.

Metcalfe County - 41 

A dismal second half perfor¬ 
mance on Clinton County’s part 
translated into a nine- point de¬ 
feat last Friday night when the 
Lady Bulldogs played host to 
16th District opponent Metcalfe 
County, eventually giving up the 
nine point loss, 41-32. 

Clinton County got off to a 
nice start against the Lady Hor¬ 
nets, running out to an 8-3 lead 
after scoring from Tara Elmore 
and Kayla Dicken combined to 
put the Lady Dawgs out in front. 

It became clear early however 
that the Lady Hornets would be 
a team that would live by the 
three or die by the three, and if 
they ever found their range, they 
would likely be hard to handle. 

Although the Lady Bulldogs 
held the early lead, Metcalfe 
County was getting good looks 
from beyond the three point 
range, but had early problems 
hitting the mark. 

Despite putting up a full court, 
man to man defense, the Lady 
Bulldogs were unable to stop 
Metcalfe County’s long range 


attempts, and after missing the 
first nine shots from three point 
range, the Lady Hornets’ Jordan 
Samuels hit the team’s first three 
pointer at the buzzer to close out 
the opening quarter, breaking an 
8-8 tie to take an 11-8 lead into 
the second quarter of play 

Metcalfe County hit their next 
two three- point attempts as the 
second quarter got underway, 
putting the Lady Hornets out in 
front by nine, 17-8. 

Clinton County showed their 
determination to not be shut-out 
of contention early in the con¬ 
test, storming back as the second 
quarter came to an end with Alex 
Beard, Ansley Stalcup, Dicken 
and Elmore adding scoring down 
the stretch to close the gap at 
halftime to only two points with 
Metcalfe holding the narrow 
margin, 21-19. 

Both squads again found 
themselves having problems 
finding the basket as the second 
half got underway. 

Clinton County managed to 
make only two field goals during 
the eight minute period, an early 
basket by Stalcup, and the team’s 
only three point goal of the game 
that came when Elmore hit the 
mark with 1:01 showing on the 
clock to pull the Lady Dawgs to 
within four, 28-24. 

For the second time, Metcalfe 
County’s Samuels closed out a 
quarter with a buzzer-beating 
three point basket, this time giv¬ 
ing the Lady Hornets a seven 
point advantage, 31-24. 

Clinton County never over¬ 
came the Lady Hornets as the 
contest went through the fourth 
and final quarter, although with 
less than two minutes to play, the 
Lady Bulldogs were still within 
reach of a victory, trailing by just 


five points, 36-31, with 1:35 still 
on the clock. 

The Lady Hornets finished 
the final minute dropping in five 
free throws to outscore Clinton 
County 5-1 in those crucial clos¬ 
ing seconds to pick up the nine- 
point victory, 41-32. 

Clinton County finished the 
game shooting 20 percent from 
the floor, hitting 10 of 50 at¬ 
tempts and dropping in only 
one of 10 shots from three point 
range. 

From the line, the Lady Daw¬ 
gs were 11 of 18 attempts for 61 
percent.

Clinton County’s Lady Bull¬ 
dogs saw the wheels fall off of its 
game down the stretch Saturday 
night in Bowling Green, losing 
a lead and eventually a 14 point 
decision at the hands of the Lady 
Gators of Greenwood, 60-46. 

After putting together a first 
half performance that gave the 
impression the Lady Bulldogs 
might be on track to pick up a 
much needed win against a 4th 
Region opponent, Clinton Coun¬ 
ty’s second half-performance all 
but dashed those hopes last Sat¬ 
urday night in Bowling Green. 

Clinton County had a nice 
first half effort and took a three 
point lead to the halftime dress¬ 
ing room, then followed with a 
lackluster second half effort that 
resulted in the lop-sided loss for 


the Lady Dawgs. 

Clinton County got off to a 
quick start last Saturday in Bowl¬ 
ing Green, with Kayla Dicken 
putting in back to back field 
goals to give her Big Blue team 
a 4-2 lead in the early going of 
the contest. 

Both teams fought back and 
forth throughout that first quar¬ 
ter, and a Lady Gator basket that 
just beat the first quarter ending 
buzzer gave Greenwood the lead 
going into the second period of 
action, 9-8. 

After a scoreless opening 
minute to get the second quarter 
started, the Lady Dawgs picked 
up a 12-11 advantage, before 
falling behind 17-12 with just 
over three minutes remaining in 
the first half. 

The Lady Dawgs bounced 
back with an 8-0 run to close 
out the first half in control of a 
three point, 20-17 lead, and what 
appeared to be control of the 
game’s momentum. 

As the second half got un¬ 
derway and progressed, Clinton 
County continued to hold the 
upper hand, showing self-con¬ 
trol and looking as if the goal 
of picking up a victory over the 
Lady Gators had been first and 


foremost in their plan. 

Clinton County moved out to 
a 33-24 lead mid-way through 
the quarter when, just as sud¬ 
denly as their game had come 
together, it fell apart, opening 
the door for Greenwood to put 
together an 18-3 run in the final 
3:30 to close the third in control 
of a 44-36 advantage. 

After spending much of the 
game on the bench in foul trou¬ 
ble, and logging only a fraction 
of the minutes she normally sees, 
Lady Bulldog Kayla Dicken 
fouled out of the contest after 
committing two fouls in the first 
minutes of that fourth quarter. 

The hole that Dicken’s ab¬ 
sence seemed to create in the 


Lady Bulldog back line, seemed 
to be the last straw for Clinton 
County. 

With Greenwood moving out 
from what had been a reachable 
45-40 lead, to make a 15-6 run 
in the final 6:00, the Lady Gators 
made it to the final buzzer with 
a 14 point victory over Clinton 
County, 60-46.

TURNOVER

Going into the record book is always fun 

It wasn’t until Sunday afternoon that C.C.H.S. 
Athletic Director Mike Beard called me to ask about 
my statistics from the boys’ varsity game against 
Metcalfe County last Friday night - wondering what I 
had come up with on floor shooting for the first half. 

Beard explained that after looking over the stats 
they had compiled, and re-checking the entire game 
again with the video, it looked as if Clinton County’s 
performance would grab us a spot in the KHSAA re¬ 
cord book and he was just double-checking to see if 
my totals matched theirs - 26 for 31 from the field for 
the first half (83.8 percent) and 38 of 52 overall for 
the game (73 percent.). 

After I checked my totals, I called him back to 
confirm I had the same numbers, and from there he 
noted that the game would place the Dawgs in the 
No. 2 spot for single game field goal percentage in 
a half, and sixth place overall for single game field 
goal percentage for an entire game. 

It’s certainly not Clinton County’s only entries 
into the record books, but it’s a nice achievement that 
this group of players will be always able to point out 
- to their friends, later their children, and even later, 
their grandchildren. 

Kudos to the Bulldog staff for recognizing that the 
performance might be worthy of the listing. 

A first-time implementation of a speedy second 
half 

I saw the look on some fans’ faces across the way 
Friday night as the game would come to a stop from 
time to time, yet the game clock would keep running. 

Official Timer (and head Bulldog football coach) 
Jamie Miller has been known to get into the game so 
much from time to time that he lets a few seconds 
slip off of the clock and has to correct his errors, but 
Friday night that wasn’t the case at all. 

A new rule implemented by the KHSAA states 
that anytime a team gains a 35 point advantage, the 
game clock will continue to run, stopping only during 
an injury, free throw shooting, or charged time-out. 

Clinton County’s first experience with that new 
rule came after Bulldog Colby Langford dropped in 
a pair of free throws with 6:10 on the fourth quarter 
clock, putting his Dawgs out in front by 35 points. 

The rule states that the running clock remains in 
place regardless of whether or not the margin is cut 


to less than 35 points. In other words - mount a sig¬ 
nificant comeback, and you also have to battle a fast 
running clock. 

I’m not sure I like it yet - but I’m going to reserve 
judgment until I see it a couple of more times - which 
hopefully will be with Clinton County again on the 
“good” end of the rule. 

Gone to the dark side? 

Another new rule puts the Official Scorer in a ref¬ 
eree’s uniform (actually any black and white attire 
would be acceptable) at the Official Table this season, 
and while we’ve seen Lady Bulldog Official Scorer 
Johnnie Hay Hicks and Bulldog Official Scorer Lu¬ 
cas Thacker in the new get-up, the one that got the 
most attention with the look was when Davis sat in 
Friday night for Thacker who couldn’t be at the Met¬ 
calfe County game. 

Robbie has been notorious for giving officials a 
hard time from the stands, and his sitting at the table 
wearing an officials zebra stripes was more than most 
local fans could get used to. It would be safe to say 
that Robbie probably holds the local record for be¬ 
ing the most photographed member of the Official 
Scorer’s Table Crew in a single night.

December term of Clinton Circuit Court held 


The first of two monthly terms 
of Clinton Circuit Court was 
conducted last Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 3 with Circuit Judge David 
L. Williams presiding over the 
court docket. 

Some defendants were for¬ 
mally sentenced and plea agree¬ 
ments reached in other cases, 
among some of the actions taken. 
The following are cases in which 
come type of resolutions were 
made or trial dates set. 

* Final sentencing was held 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Shannon Harold, pursuant to 
a plea agreement effectuated on 
November 5. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
complicity to theft by unlawful 
taking over $500 (two charges) 
with a five-year sentence to run 
concurrent on each charge im¬ 
posed for a total of five years. 
Pursuant to the agreement, the 
defendant shall serve 60 days 
home incarceration with the bal¬ 
ance probated for five years with 
supervision and he will pay resti¬ 
tution jointly and severally with 
a co-defendant in the amount of 
$1,340 to Somerset Oil. 

Under terms of the agreement, 
two counts of persistent felony 
offender second degree were dis¬ 
missed. 

* A revocation hearing was 
held in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Bethany J. Groce, 
pursuant to a motion by the pros¬ 
ecution to revoke probation pre¬ 
viously granted. 

The defendant acknowledged 
that on September 5, she re¬ 
ceived a five-year sentence on 
a charge of possession of meth- 
amphetamine, probated for five 
years under the terms she enter 
and complete the Clinton County 
Drug Court program. She admit¬ 
ted to having been terminated 
from the program and the court 
granted the motion to revoke pro¬ 
bation. She will receive credit for 
time served as to be determined 
by the Kentucky Department of 
Corrections. 

* Final sentencing was held 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Terry Joe Dial, pursuant to a plea 
agreement effectuated on Sep¬ 
tember 5. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
rape third degree with a five-year 


sentence imposed, probated for 
five years with supervision and 
the defendant shall enroll and 
complete the sex offender treat¬ 
ment program and have no con¬ 
tact with the victim. A charge of 
third degree sodomy was dis¬ 
missed. 

* A plea agreement was 
reached in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Tommy Claborn. 

Upon a plea of guilty to the 
charge of convicted felon in pos¬ 
session of a firearm, the defen¬ 
dant would receive a two-year 
sentence to serve and run concur¬ 
rent with another Clinton County 
case. 

Final sentence was scheduled 
for January 22, 2013. 

* Final sentencing was held 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Shaun P. Brodbeck, pursuant to 
a plea agreement effectuated on 
November 5. 

The defendant pled guilty 
to manufacturing methamphet- 
amine with a 10-year sentence 
imposed. Pursuant to the agree¬ 
ment, the defendant would serve 
six months with the balance pro¬ 
bated for five years with super¬ 
vision. He shall also be assessed 
by the Social Services Clinicians 
and follow any recommenda¬ 
tions in regards to alcohol or 
drug treatment. 

Under terms of the plea, 
charges of possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance first degree 
(meth), possession of a meth 
precursor and possession of drug 
paraphernalia were dismissed. 

* A plea agreement was 
reached in the case of Com¬ 
monwealth vs. Christopher Gene 
Braswell. 

Upon a plea of guilty to un¬ 
lawful use of an electronic means 
originating or received within 
to induce a minor to engage in 
sexual or other prohibited activ¬ 
ity, the defendant would receive 
a sentence of five years, serve 90 
days, with the balance probated 
for five years supervised. He is 
also to have no contact with any 
minors via electronic means. 

Final sentencing has been 
scheduled for January 7, 2013. 

* Final sentencing was held 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Jeremy Adam York, pursuant to 
a plea agreement effectuated on 
August 30. 

The defendant pled guilty 
to wanton endangerment first 
degree with a three-year sen¬ 
tence imposed. He will serve six 
months with the balance probated 
for three years with supervision 
and charges of disorderly con¬ 
duct and first degree persistent 
felony offender were dismissed. 

* A plea agreement was 
reached in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Kenney Willis. 

Upon a plea of guilty to bur¬ 
glary third degree, the defendant 
would receive a five-year sen¬ 
tence, serve 30 days with the bal¬ 
ance probated for five years with 
supervision. A charge of theft 
by unlawful taking under $500 
would be dismissed. 

* Final sentencing was held 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. David Vitatoe, pursuant to a 
plea agreement effectuated on 
November 5. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
flagrant nonsupport with a five- 
year sentence imposed, probated 
for five years unsupervised. The 
case will be reviewed next July 
to see if the defendant is keeping 
his child support payments up to 
date. 

* A plea agreement was 
reached in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Matthew Parrigin. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended that upon a plea of guilty 
to possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance first degree (meth), the de¬ 
fendant would receive a two-year 
sentence, pretrial diverted for 
two years with supervision. He 
also agrees to be assessed by the 
Social Services Clinicians and 
follow any recommendations in 
regards to alcohol or drug treat¬ 
ment. 

Under terms of the plea, 
charges of possession of mari¬ 
juana, possession of a controlled 
substance first degree and pro¬ 
moting contraband first degree 
would be dismissed. 

* Final sentencing was held 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Jimmy L. McFall, pursuant to a 
plea agreement effectuated on 
October 1. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
theft by unlawful taking over 
$500 with a five-year sentence 
imposed, probated for five years 
supervised. 

* A trial date of January 10, 
2012 was scheduled in the case 
of Commonwealth vs. Travis S. 
Sloan, charged with possession 
of a controlled substance first 


degree and possession of drug 
paraphernalia. 

* The trial that was sched¬ 
uled for December 14 in the case 
of Commonwealth vs. Robert 
Grant Hurt was remanded, with 
a (evidence) suppression hear¬ 
ing scheduled for that date. The 
defendant is charged with con¬ 
victed felon in possession of a 
firearm; manufacturing meth first 


offense; distribution of a meth 
precursor; and three counts of 
second degree persistent felony 
offender. 

Several other cases came be¬ 
fore the court last week, with 
some being continued for various 
reasons. Also, some defendants 
appeared for arraignment, enter¬ 
ing not guilty pleas and having 
future court dates set.

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Eating healthy around the holidays: 
For those with diabetes

The holiday season is generally a time for celebrating and 
enjoying the company of friends and family. Unfortunately, it is 
also a time when people eat more high-fat, high-calorie foods than 
they normally would. If you have diabetes, it is sometimes difficult 
to maintain your blood glucose within the target range set by your 
doctor. Some careful thought and planning can go a long way to help 
you manage your blood glucose and still have a good time around 
the holidays. 

Eating during the holidays should be no different from the way 
you eat every day if you eat a moderate amount of foods that are high 
in nutrients and low in fat and calories. Before the holidays begin, 
create daily, healthy eating habits. Establishing daily habits early will 
help you make wise eating choices during the holidays. Follow these 
tips to start a healthy routine: 

• Start your day with a healthy breakfast. Include whole grains, 
fruit, low-fat dairy and protein. 

• Choose vegetables and fruits that have a variety of colors. 

• Eat whole grains. 

• Choose a variety of proteins like seafood, chicken, turkey and 
beans. 

• Watch your portion sizes. 

Parties are popular during the holidays and can cause unhealthy 
eating. Try not to arrive at the party hungry. Don’t skip meals during 
the day to “save” calories and carbs. Don’t rush to eat at the event; 
spend some time socializing first. When you do eat, use small plates, 
and fill them with healthy foods like fruits and vegetables. Also, 
when socializing, do not stand near a table with food; this will help 
you avoid unnecessary nibbling. 

Remember, there are lots of sweets and desserts during the 
holidays, and these foods often contain carbs and fat with few other 
nutrients. Try substituting fruit as dessert. Fruit is sweet and has 
fewer calories than most desserts. If using fruit as a dessert keep 
within one serving size for the particular fruit. When cooking, use 
vanilla or cinnamon to act as a sweetener. This flavoring will add 
sweetness without a lot of carbs. Also you can split a dessert with a 
friend or try bringing your own diabetes-friendly dish to the party.

The picture along with 
this, shows students in 1918. My 
daddy was in that picture. He is 
the last little boy sitting on the 
ground at the right. 

I’ll start with a few stories 
that come to mind. I remember I 
had gotten new “ballerina” shoes 
for my first day of school. While 
playing hopscotch, my new shoes 
began to tear down the middle of 
the shoe. I could have cried, but 
Daddy went to town and bought 
new shoes for me. This time he 
got brown and white oxfords. 
They hurt my heels and made 
holes in my socks. I was glad 
when I outgrew them. 

There was this time when 
a beautiful lady came to our 
school. She was probably there 
to promote a new product or 
something. Anyway, she had 
on this pretty light green dress 


and lime green heels. I think at 
that time we thought she must 
be from Hollywood. I think that 
most of us girls wanted to look 
just like her when we grew up. 
I’m sure that pretty clothes and 
high heels were on our minds. 

One memorable time at 
school was the day Mother ran 
out of brown paper bags and wax 
paper on the same day. All she 
could do was empty out a sugar 
sack and shake it out and lay 
my biscuit and jelly down in the 
bag. (Everyone had to take their 
lunch, being a country school 
most couldn’t go home for lunch. 
We had no lunch room.) I was 
embarrassed and would not eat 
my lunch. My friends asked me 
why I wasn’t eating my lunch 
and I told them I wasn’t hungry. 
Later on Daddy arranged for us 
(my older sister, Frances and I) to 
go to a little store that was about 
a fourth of a mile down the road 
to get our lunch. We like that 
very much. The store was run by 
Stanley and Daisy Cross. 

Nearing the end of my last 
year in grade school, I remem¬ 
ber the bookmobile came to our 
school and there were all kinds of 
books. I looked and looked for a 
book (I was the last one to check 
out my book) and I found the 
perfect one. It was “The Boxcar 
Children,” by Gertrude Chandler 
Warner. To this day I love that 
book. I loved it so much that I 
have the original in hard back 
and other series in paperback on 
my bookshelf. And of course, 
I’ve read them all. 

I remember some of my class¬ 
mates telling me I was too old for 
that book. I have never been sor¬ 
ry that I checked it out. A lesson 
learned here, do what you think 


is right. 

I guess, when all is said and 
done, my days at Old Ida School 
holds special memories and for 
that I’m thankful.

President Lincoln pardons his sister-in-law 

December 14, 1863 

On this day in 1863, President Abraham Lincoln announces a grant of amnesty for Emilie Todd Helm, 
his wife Mary’s half sister and the widow of a Confederate general. The pardon was one of the first 
under Lincoln’s Proclamation of Amnesty and Reconstruction, which he had announced less than a week 
before. The plan was the president’s blueprint for the reintegration of the South into the Union. Part of 
the plan allowed for former Confederates to be granted amnesty if they took an oath to the United States. 
The option was open to all but the highest officials of the Confederacy. 

Emilie Todd Helm was the wife of Benjamin Helm, who, like the Lincolns, was a Kentucky native. The 
president was said to be an admirer of Helm, a West Point and Harvard graduate. Lincoln had offered 
Helm a position in the U.S. Army, but Helm opted to join the Confederacy instead. Helm led a group of 
Kentuckians known as the Orphan Brigade, since they could not return to their Union-held native state 
during the war. Helm was killed at the Battle of Chickamauga in September 1863. 

After her husband’s death, Helm made her way through Union lines to Washington, D. C. She stayed in 
the White House and the Lincolns tried to keep her visit a secret. General Daniel Sickles, who had been 
wounded at the Battle of Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, five months prior, told Lincoln that he should not 
have a Rebel in his house. Lincoln replied, “General Sickles, my wife and I are in the habit of choosing 
our own guests. We do not need from our friends either advice or assistance in the matter.” After Lincoln 
granted her pardon, Emilie Helm returned to Kentucky, but never made her oath to the Union. 


Two airplanes collide over New York City 

December 16, 1960 

Two planes collide over New York City on this day in 1960, killing 134 people on the planes and on the 
ground. The improbable mid-air collision is the only such accident to have occurred over a major city in 
U. S. history. It is commonly referred to as the Park Slope Plane Crash. 

It was a snowy morning in New York when a United DC-8 from Chicago was heading for Idlewild 
Airport (now JFK International) in southern Queens. At the same time, a TWA Super Constellation from 
Dayton, Ohio, was heading to LaGuardia Airport in northern Queens. Due to the weather, the United 
flight was put into a holding pattern. When the pilot miscalculated the location of the pattern, the plane 
came directly into the path of the TWA flight. 

One hundred twenty-eight people in total were on the two planes. Eleven year old passenger Stephen 
Baltz described the scene, “It looked like a picture out of a fairy book. Then all of a sudden there was an 
explosion. The plane started to fall and people started to scream. I held on to my seat and then the plane 
crashed.” Baltz initially survived the crash, but died from his injuries the following afternoon. All of the 
other people on the planes also died. 

The TWA plane fell onto Miller Field, a military airfield on Staten Island. The United flight, missing its 
right engine and part of a wing, came down in the middle of the Park Slope neighborhood of Brooklyn. 
It narrowly missed St. Augustine’s Academy and hit an apartment building and the Pillar of Fire Church. 
Dozens of other buildings caught fire in the resulting explosion. 

Six people on the ground died when the plane crashed, including Wallace, the 90 year old caretaker 
of the church, and two men who were selling Christmas trees nearby. Christmas presents carried by the 
plane’s passengers were strewn all over the streets. Fire fighting efforts went on for nearly 72 hours 
because of the multiple fires.

Sgt. Conner back with company in Korea 

Sgt. Fred Conner, who was reported missing in action in Korea in last week’s Clinton County News, 
has returned to his outfit according to a letter received by his wife, Mrs. Jean Conner, Seventy Six, Ky. 

According to his father, L. A. Conner, Sgt. Conner and 22 buddies escaped from the North Koreans and 
returned safely to his company. Sgt. Conner is a tank commander in the First Calvary Division. 

No definite word on atomic plant 

No definite information has been released on the proposed atomic plant to be built in Kentucky, other 
than a site in this county and one near Paducah, Ky., are being considered. Several telegrams from citizens 
of the town and county have been sent to Washington this week favoring the plant to be constructed in 
this county. 

Five firms, including Kentucky Utilities, have asked for authority to organize a corporation to supply 
electric power to the atomic-energy project. 

Construction of dam almost complete 

That the construction proper of the Wolf Creek Dam will be finished within the next few days is 
evidenced by the fact that some of the machinery is being moved out. 

Several of the vehicles used in hauling dirt for the fill are being transferred to some point in Alabama 
this week. 

The heavy rains for the past few weeks is causing the reservoir to fill up rapidly. 

The work on the hydro-electric plant will require several more months to complete, but many of the 
jobs in connection with the dam will be over right away. 

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Emilie Todd Helm, the half-sister of Mary Todd Lincoln, visited the White House in December of 
1863, accompanied by her daughter, Katherine, at the Lincolns’ request after the death of her husband at 
the Battle of Chickamauga in September of that year. In March 1861, President Lincoln had offered her 
husband, Ben Hardin Helm, an officer’s commission in the Union Army, which he declined. He instead 
returned to Kentucky and helped recruit the 1 st Kentucky Calvary Regiment for the Confederate Army 
and rose to the rank of general. 

Emilie was bom in November 1836 in Lexington, Kentucky. She was born into a wealthy family with 
exceptional advantages in both education and culture, which was afforded to few ladies of her time. 
Emilie was 18 years younger than Mary. Their father, Robert Smith Todd, had first married Eliza Ann 
Parker, to which seven children, including Mary, were born. Emilie was part of his second family with 
Elizabeth Humpreys to which eight children were born. 

In 1846, Mary arrived in Lexington with her new husband, Abraham Lincoln, a newly elected U.S. 
Congressman, on their way to Washington, D.C. At 10 years old, Emilie was afraid of Lincoln at first, 
but later was won over by him. It is said, as Lincoln was being introduced to Mary’s family, little Emilie 
hid behind her mother’s skirts. Lincoln saw her, smiled, and swept her up into his arms. “So this is little 
sister!” From that day on, he called her Little Sister. 

Emilie was petite with raven-black hair and large eyes. Her beauty, poise, and charm made her the ideal 
Southern belle and caught the eye of her husband-to-be, Benjamin Hardin Helm. Helm was from a good 
family and was a young politician who had received his law degree from the University of Louisville 
in 1853 and later attended Harvard Law School. He entered law practice in Elizabethtown before being 
elected to the Kentucky House of Representatives in 1855. He became the state’s attorney for the 3rd 
District of Kentucky. Emilie and Ben married in 1856. 

The Helms visited the Lincolns in the late 1850s and Lincoln took a liking to the younger man, despite 
deep political differences between them. The two families had a close relationship and it has been written 
Lincoln was devastated at the news of his brother-in- law’s death. Both Abraham and Mary went into 
private mourning, knowing a single tear shed for a dead enemy would bring torrents of scorn and bitter 
abuse on both of them. 

Emilie never re-married and wore mourning clothing for the remainder of her life. After the war, she 
and her three children went from Lexington to Elizabethtown and then to Madison, Indiana where she 
taught piano lessons. In 1881, she became postmistress of Elizabethtown and she and her family lived in 
a house on West Poplar Street. 

Emilie’s only son Ben, Jr. pledged to bring her home to Lexington for her final days, and so he did, 
buying a farm there that once belonged to her great-grandfather General Levi Todd. Emilie died in 
February 1930 at the age of 93. She is buried in the Todd plot at the Lexington Cemetery. Ben, Sr. is 
buried in the family plot in Elizabethtown.

Dyer trial date rescheduled 


A new trial date has been 
scheduled in the case of a de¬ 
fendant charged with murder in 
relation to a traffic accident in 
the spring of 2011 that resulted 
in the death of another Clinton 
County resident. 

During a pretrial conference 
last Monday, December 3 in 
Clinton Circuit Court, Judge Da¬ 
vid L. Williams set aside three 
days in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Ira Boles Dyer, III. 
The dates set were April 8-10, 
2013. 

Dyer was indicted on charges 
of murder, three counts of wan¬ 
ton endangerment and three 
counts persistent felony offender 
second degree a few months fol¬ 
lowing the investigation into the 


two-vehicle crash that resulted in 
the death of 79-year-old Ina Ed¬ 
wards of Albany. 

The accident occurred in 
April 2011 and several mo¬ 
tions have been filed on the de¬ 
fendant’s behalf following the 
indictment. The wanton endan¬ 
germent charges stem from pas¬ 
sengers who were in both vehi¬ 
cles at the time of the accident, 
that occurred on US 127, about 
two miles north of Albany. 

Several months following the 
indictment on the murder charge, 
Dyer was additionally indicted 
for Operating a Motor Vehicle 
Under the Influence, first of¬ 
fense, in relation to the same ac¬ 
cident. He is scheduled to stand 
trial on all counts next spring. 


An original trial date had 
been scheduled for October 2 
but was postponed. The defen¬ 
dant, through his attorney Angie 
Capps, also filed a motion to a 
change of venue earlier this year 
before the late Circuit Judge Ed¬ 
die C. Lovelace, but that motion 
was apparently denied, as the 
case is set to be tried in Clinton 
Circuit Court. 

The investigation that led to 
the charges was conducted by 
the Kentucky State Police, with 
Trooper Andy Olson listed as the 
complaining witness during the 
grand jury proceedings which 
led to the indictments being re¬ 
turned.

Once again, the district’s au¬ 
dit revealed a clean report and 
healthy financial condition end¬ 
ing June 30 of this year. Overall, 
the district has $15 million more 
in assets than in liabilities and al¬ 
though less funds were budgeted 
due to the economy, the board 
was able to spend less than an¬ 
ticipated and also the majority of 
spending was in the area of stu¬ 
dent instruction. 

The board then, somewhat 
reluctantly, approved the 2012- 
13 District Health and Wellness 
Plan submitted by Food Service 
Director Teresa Boils. 

There were some changes, 
especially menu wise, from past 
years, which was discussed by 
the board during Boils’ report. 

The Food Service Director 
noted that several federal regula¬ 
tions pertaining to school lunch 
menus across the country are in 
place and have to be followed in 
order for school districts to be 
reimbursed in federal dollars for 
their food service programs. 

Boils noted that among the 
changes was the switch to “whole 
grain” breads and maximum 
amounts of calories allowed per 
day for each school to be served. 

Apparently there have been 
some complaints among students 
and parents, with reports of some 
students simply not eating what 
is on the menu. 

Boils and Superintendent 
Charlotte Bernard both indicated 
they were going to work to make 
meals better and come up with 
recipes for the type food that has 
to be served more appealing for 


students to eat. Boils also noted 
that vendors of whole grain prod¬ 
ucts were also working to make 
those type products basically 
‘taste better.’ 

After approving board min¬ 
utes from its November session, 
they voted to grant a medical 
leave of absence to Fred Dalton 
through February 1, 2013 and 
a family medical leave to Kim 
Fitzgerald through December 11 
and also approved between meet¬ 
ing disbursements and voted to 
pay claims and bills. 

Superintendent Bernard then 
gave a brief monthly person¬ 
nel report, with three substitute 
teachers being announced, all 
district wide, including Carla 
Baker, Leandra Brown and Rod¬ 
ney Shelton and two resigna¬ 
tions, including Wayne Conn 
as head baseball coach and Na¬ 
than Gamer as assistant baseball 
coach, both at the middle school. 

They then voted to change 
the certified timeout position at 
Clinton County High School to 
a part-time position, with the re¬ 
maining .5 being used for a Sci¬ 
ence teacher. 

The board then voted to reap¬ 
point Lindsey Bell as board at¬ 
torney for a two-year period, ef¬ 
fective January 1, 2012 through 
December 31, 2014; voted to 
keep their regular meeting date/ 
time unchanged, at 5 p.m. the 
second Monday of each month; 
and voted to accept the only food 
bid for the 2013 spring semester 
from IWC (Institutional Whole¬ 
sale Company.) 

Julie York then gave the atten¬ 
dance report for the fourth month 
of school, and despite the flu out¬ 
break in nearby areas, attendance 
was once again up for the month, 
compared to the same month a 
year ago. 

Overall average daily atten¬ 


dance in the district was 94.32 
percent, 1.75 above a year ago. 
Also, for the third consecutive 
month, the trophy for the highest 
ADA went to Albany Elementary 
School, which posted a 93.52 
percent for the month and also 
for the third month in a row, the 
Early Childhood Center got the 
trophy for most improved ADA, 
with that school’s attendance for 
the month standing at 93.09 per¬ 
cent. 

Also, overall student enroll¬ 
ment remains to be up this year, 
with 1,731 students enrolled at 
the end of the fourth month of 
school, compared to 1,719 a year 
ago. 

Prior to adjourning, a citi¬ 
zen questioned the board about 
the status of the baseball field 
at CCMS and whether or not it 
would be ready for use by the 
spring baseball season. 

Superintendent Bernard said 
that Park Director Bobby Reneau 
is currently working to have the 
field and dugouts ready for use 
by next spring and that night 
games played by the middle 
school would be played at the 
park, since the cost of lighting 
the middle school field was un¬ 
affordable at this point—being 
estimated at around a quarter- 
million dollars. 

By having the middle school 
field and dugouts ready by next 
spring, it will free up time for 
much needed practice by CCMS 
baseball players and avoid any 
conflicts with the fields used by 
Little League at Mountain View 
Park. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Board of 
Education is scheduled for Mon¬ 
day, January 14 at 5 p.m. at the 
Central Office and is open to the 
general public.

Mayor Smith said, “I am pleased 
we could take advantage of these 
lower interest rates to save our 
citizens money.” 

The council also heard a proj¬ 
ect update from Monarch engi¬ 
neer David Bowles, who noted 
all three phases of the bypass 
utility line relocation was either 
99 percent or totally complete, 
with clean-up now taking place 
on the final phase toward the 
Tennessee line. That cleanup 
should be completed by the end 
of the month. 

Also, Bowles said engineers 
were working with the local 
water/sewer system officials on 
ways to save money on electric 
costs to operate the facilities and 
also touched on the need to re¬ 
pair or replace some older water 
lines, depending on financing. 


Mayor Smith also asked the 
council to consider reviewing 
the city’s ordinance pertaining 
to nuisance properties inside 
the city limits. He inferred the 
current ordinance didn’t have 
enough legal clout to handle 
some of the nuisance problems. 

Currently, the city cleans up 
the properties, primarily at its 
own expense, with little reim¬ 
bursement to property owners. 
Although liens can be placed on 
the property, no further legal ac¬ 
tions are ever taken. 

The mayor suggested a pos¬ 
sible committee made up of 
council members to review sur¬ 
rounding cities’ property nui¬ 
sance ordinances and make some 
changes to the local ordinance, 
making it more stricter on the 
property owners who allow their 
properties to become nuisance 
areas. 

Councilman Tony Delk then 
questioned whether or not the 
Welcome to Albany sign north 
of Albany near the park, that was 


tom down a few months ago, 
was going to be replaced. Mayor 
Smith said the sign would be re¬ 
placed, as well as an additional 
welcome sign to be placed in 
west Albany near the hospital. 

After Councilwoman Tonya 
Thrasher commended city em¬ 
ployees for the recent work they 
had done in the city, including re¬ 
pairing water leaks and replacing 
sidewalks, the council and mayor 
wished citizens a Merry Christ¬ 
mas and Happy New Year. 

Following the meeting being 
adjourned, the mayor and coun¬ 
cil presented outgoing Council- 
woman Mary Faye Stockton a 
plaque of appreciation for her 
service on the city council. 

Also, Clinton District Judge 
James M. “Mike” Lawson came 
to the meeting to conduct the 
swearing in ceremony, giving the 
oath of office to the six city coun¬ 
cil members who were elected 
last month and will officially be¬ 
gin duties on January 1, 2013.

party officials in all six collective 
counties that make up the 16th 
Senate District, held caucuses to 
choose its respective candidates 
to seek the seat, which expires 
after the year 2014.

The “writ of election” de¬ 
claring a special election be held, 
gave each political party a dead¬ 
line of November 20 at 4 p.m. to 
nominate candidates to seek the 
vacant seat. 

The Republican Party chose 
current State Representative Sara 
Beth Gregory of Monticello, 
while the Democrat Party nomi¬ 
nated Whitley County school 
teacher Bill Conn as their party’s 
nominee. 

Those two names will be on 
the ballot in next Tuesday’s spe¬ 
cial election. 

Should Gregory prevail in 
her attempt at the Senate seat, it 
would likely set the state for an¬ 
other special election in the State 
Representative District to the 


east where she now serves, after 
having been elected to her cur¬ 
rent seat in the November gen¬ 
eral election. 

Voter turnout next Tuesday 
in Clinton County and across 
most of the 16th Senate District 
is expected to be light, with the 
heaviest turnout expected to be 
in each respective county where 
the nominees reside. 

The district as a whole is made 
up of six counties, including 
Clinton, Cumberland, McCreary, 
Monroe, Wayne and Whitley. 

Polls in Clinton County will 
open at 6 a.m. and close at 6 p.m. 
Tuesday, December 18 and re¬ 
sults of the special election will 
appear in next week’s Clinton 
County News.
